The Beet Sugar Crop 


Official figures show that the beet sugar crop of 
the United States for the campaign beginning in tho 
fall of 1913 was the largest on record. It amounted 
to 733,401 short tons, which was 40,805 in excess of 
the large yield of 1912, There were 71 factories In 
operation in 1913-1914, or two lesB than during the 
preceding campaign, w’hile the average length of the 
campaign w’as 85 days in 1913-1914, practically the 
same as in 1912-1913. The beets used in the factories 
in 1913-1914 amounted to 5,659,402 tons, and were 
grown upon 580,006 acres. The average value of the 
beets per ton was $5.34, and the total amount re­ 
ceived by the farmers for their product amounted to 
$30,222,000. The total production of all sugar ex­ 
ceeded 1,700,000 tons, beet sugar 71 per cent, and cane 
29 per cent., average yearly consumption 4,000,000 
tons.

MONEY FOR RESERVE BANK 


(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 


W hen the new Federal Reserve Banks and the new 
currency law are In working order a new Issue of 
paper money will be required. The Baltimore Ameri­ 
can, speaking of this new currency, says: 
“Artists of the Bureau i f Printing and Engraving, 
where the paper money la made, are already at work 
preparing designs. No official approval has yet been 
given to the designs, but the artistic merit of those 
already submitted has been applauded by officials 
of the Treasury Department. It will probably be a 
year before the new mouey will be required for cir­ 
culation, and this will give ample time to the en­ 
gravers to produce the pest workmanship possible, 
if the designs are eurly passed upon. It 1b probable 
that the designs submitted will await the return of 
Secretary McAdoo for his official sanction. 
The designs contemplate tfiree characters of paper 
currency—the Federal Reserve note, which Is to dis­ 
place the emergency currency, the Issue of which 
was extended a year by the new currency law; the 
Federal Bank note, for issue as the circulation cur­ 
rency of the Reserve Banks, as the National Bank 
note is now the circulation medium 
of 
National 
Huuks, and National Bank notes to replace the cir­ 
culation of National Banka that do not cancel their 
present circulation and that take advantage of all 
or part of the twenty-year payment for the retirement 
of all national circulation. 
The notes are to be made In value of $5, $10, $20, 
$50 and upward. The three characters of paper cur­ 


rency are to be similar In all respects, except that 
each will be distinguished for the character of cur­ 
rency that it is by the engraved words, Federal Re­ 
serve Currency, Federal Bank Currency, or National 
Bank Currency, and other necessary descriptive mat­ 
ter of similar character. 
The faces of the flve-dollar notes, as designed, bear 
the portrait of President Abraham Lincoln In minia­ 
ture on the right-hand aide of the note. The denomin­ 
ation is expressed in a large Arabic numeral, one at 
each of the four corners. There is a delicate and beau­ 
tiful border around the edge of the note, leaving a 
wide 
expanse of white In the center. The back of 
this note bears designs Illustrative of agriculture. At 
one end of the note la a scene depicting agricultural 
pursuits. At the opposite eud is au allegorical group 
devoted to the same theme. There is again consider­ 
able expanse of white center 
“Cleveland is to be the portrait for the ten-dollar 
note. Manufacturing la the them e of the back of the 
note, with a scene of a busy factory, and allegorical 
figures, following the sam e treatm ent given the back 
of the five-dollar note. Commerce is to be the theme 
of the twenty-dollar note, and Jefferson the portrait. 
Grant’s portrait la to adorn the ftfty-dollar note, with 
arts and sciences as the engraver’s theme for the 
back. 
“The backs of the five and ten-dollar notes and 
the face of tile flve-dollar note have already been 
drawn, and the drawings subm itted for approval. Bu­ 
reau draftsmen are now working on the designs for 
the other denominations.

Throughout her writings she teaches 
her followers that God is All in All, 
and that Divine Love always has met, 
and always will meet every human 
need.”

Cull oranges now a re sold by the 
packing houses a t 
an 
insignificant 
price, perhaps 5 or IU cen ts per box. 
They are bought principally by ped­ 
d lers and are th en haw k ed about on 
th e streets a t IO cen ts per 
bucket. 
H u ck sters from Los A ngeles com e to 
O range county and load th eir wag­ 
o n s with the culls w hich are peddled 
from house to house or perhaps sold 
to dealers, and thus supply a m arket 
th a t should be open only to first class 
fruit. 
T he grow er gets nothing for 
th ese culls and the shipper less than 
enough to pay for handling, but they 
supply the m ark et and prevent the 
sale of good fruit. 
It has been 
ap­ 
parent for years th a t som ething must 
be done toward protecting the indus­ 
try from these refuse 
oranges, and 
Mr. Sandiland's plan is the first move 
in this direction. 
A nother evil consequence of culls 
being sold on the local m ark e ts is 
th a t tourists and 
visitors 
from the 
E a s t buy and consum e th e inferior 
fruit, believing it to be th e best the 
country affords. 
H ere in th e h e a rt of 
the great citrus region w here the fin­ 
e st fruit in the world is grown, it is 
som etim es difficult to get a first class 
orange. 
If the culls w ere elim inated 
none but good fruit would be sold on 
our home markets. 
T his would work 
to the advantage of the gro w er who 
now gets nothing for th e larger part 
of the oranges consum ed at home. 
A nother m atter which will come un­ 
d er consideration at the m eeting will 
be the disposal of the culls. 
T here 
is a money value in them and they 
can be turned into profit 
by proper 
handling. 
Propositions for the estab ­ 
lishm ent of plants to 
w ork 
up the 
culls have been up at various times 
for two years past, but nothing defi­ 
nite has ever been accom plished. 
Marmalade, orangeade, 
and other 
by-products can be 
ex tracted 
from 
these refuse oranges and give them a 
comm ercial value, so the grow er will 
receive som ething from th at portion 
of the crop.
